THE FENIAN DEATH PENALTY.
EENTENCE OF BXECUTION ON COLONEL BURKE AND
MR. DORAN-—COLONEL BURKE'S SPERCH IN
OCOURT—JUBTIFICATION OF IRISH REVOLUTION—
PATRIOTIEM AND SELF-RACHIVIOR.
From the Cork Herald, May 2.

At ten o’clack yesterday morning the Chief
Justice, Baron Deasy, and Mr. Fitzgerald took
their geats on the bench in Dublin.

The Fenian prisoners, Thomas F. Burke and
Patrick Doran, were put forward for the
seventh day of their trial.

At the sitting of the Court, Chisf Justice
Whiteside summed up., It now became his
duty, he said, to draw the jury’s attention to
the pature of the charge preferred against the
prisoners, to the law which affected that
charge, to the facts in connection with it, and
to the proofs that had been offered on the part
of the Crown in support of the indictment and
for the prisoners in defensa,

The jury retired to consider their verdict at
twenty minutes to 8 o'clock, and retarned
after a couple of hours.

THE VERDICT.

On the appearance of the jury a dead stillness
prevalled in Court, and the oalling over of thelr
names wios & moment of intense anxiety, Few,
indeed, entertained a doubt as to the result.,
BSull there was In the minde of some a slight
hope that the jury might have some doubt as to
the ldeptification of Doran, but the next mo-
ment all hope was dla]mle.

THE CRIME,

The murderer resided at 8t. Zephirin, C. II |
and was on terms of Intimiacy with a nelghbor
pamed Jutras, Not only was Jutras anforiu-
pate in this intlmacy; 1L was his crowning mis-
fortune to possess o wife, Between M. Jalras
and Provencher a casual acguaintance ripened
into eriminal intimaey, the Injured husband,
with most convenlent and customary blind-
ness, suspecting nothing of hls wife's aflec-
tion Jjor her paramour, Ono one occaslon
the gullly muJ'ﬂe visited Sorel, and passed as
man and wite. Thelr clandestine mestings were
very frequent. In November Frovencher's wile
wenl with him tocall on Jutras, Afteranevening
spent in virtuous and prosy conversation, n fes-
tive bottle was produced nod one tumbler fllled
for M'me Provencher. For the first time on
record her husband declined the seduotive aid.
She quafled the flowlng bowl, and, as might be
expeoted, died at onee. Publie sasplelon among
thie French Canadians 18 o plant of slow growth
Nothing was thonght of this event, and the
disconsolale widower sougut refuge in  the
posom of the Jutras famlly. Here ne abode 1o

A plercing stitlek was heard a second be ore
the arop iell, It proceeed from Sophia Bolselalr
(Mrs. Jutras), who, from the window of her
cell, hnd watched the procession move to the
foot of the gullows ul her agitated mind
failed at the supreme moment, and with a loud
shriek she falnled, Her hands clung so closely
to the bars of her window Lhal force wWas neces-
sary to unrivet thelr grasp befure she could be
removed by the atlendanis,

The vast crowd now began to disperse quletly
und in perfect order. The corpse still swang
aud turoed io the raw alr, In a few moments
more It was out down and coffined, and one of
the gulltiesl wrelches that has ever disgraced
huomanity in Canada has gone Lo his last
account, and was ensepultered In unhallowed
ground.—XN.

OBITUARY.

HEXRY B, JENKINS—HISTORY -OF THE PHENIX
BANK DEFALCATION—AN OLD MAN'S CRIME,
FOLLY, AND PUNISHMENT,

At half-past 1 o'clock on Baturday morning,
in one of the ward rooms of St. Luke's Hoapital,
the curtain fell on the last seene of one of the
mosl remarkable dramasg of erime which has
been recorded In many years. At ihat hour
Henry B. Jonking, the defaulling teller of the
Phanix Bank, died, in the fAfty-first year of his
nge and the second of hils Inearceration, broken
down by the remorse and fearful mentnal suTer-
ing consequent upon the crime with which he
stood charged.

The facls of the case are briefly as follows:—
On the afterncon of August 10, 1865, Henry B,
Jenkins wias arrested on the complalot of John
Parker, cashler of the Phanlx BHank, on a
charge of embezzlement, and on the same day
was locked up to awalt an examination. The
amoupntof his deialoations, after several days
gpent in Inspecting his books, was ascertalned
to be about $300,000, and his mournfal fate
stands out in bold and terrible rellef ns a
fearful example of the consequences of ylelding
to the temptation of dishonesty. The unfortu.
nate man dled in almost absclute want, save
only such ministrations as his relatives and
friends were wont to bestow upon him In his
hours of afllietion. The monesy which he so
reoklossly or thoughtlessly converted to un-

lawful uses vanlshed like & mist 1n
less time thnn 1t bed ocoupled him lo appro
printing It. For some time previous to his de.
tection and arrest he appears (o have fallen Into
the bandsof others, whose designs seemed Lo be
to extort the ll-gotton ﬁu.lns from the templed
and fanden man, The Hrst of these proved to
be James M. Barle, a person who had formerly
oceupivd the position of book-keeper in jthe
bank, nod who had been rémoved aboul six
months reviously, This person had, it ap-

ears, alded Jenklins in the absiraction of the

imds and the false balancing of the books,
and his share of the ill-goitlten proceeds
pmounted to about #£100,000, On the even-
ing of the same day upon which Jen-
kips wos urresited, Earle also was taken into
custody, sud locked up in u cell of the Twenty-
ninth Precinot Station House. For a tims
during the evening he conversed pleasantly,
but subsequently became uplmmully depressed,
and laid down to sleep shortly afier 11 o'clock,
That sleep was but the preeursor of the last long
sluomber in which the unhappy man was des-
tined soon to be anwrapped.
